THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


It is gratifying to know that the 


state of Wisconsin is taking active 
and intelligent interest in the public 
schools of the state and also that this 
forward movement is led by the edu- 
cators, who have at last come to 
realize 'that the. masses—representing 
95 per cent o£ the children and young 
people—graduate from 
the 
grades, 


with but little to show, for it. 
. . .. 


The high schools have been freely 


criticised for .conditions which -exist, 
but the country schools are equally 
impractical, and efforts are now be- 
ing made, through the State Board of 
Public Affairs at Madison, to arouse 
the country teachers to a sense of re- 
sponsibility. 
To this end the Board 


is now sending out to the press of the 
state the following extract from the 
report on rural schools. 
The ques- 


tions asked, is: 
"Does the school 


capitalize the ,out-o£-school experience 
of the pupil?" The quotation follows 
and the answer is apparent. 
„ "From •' earliest years 
the 
child 


reared in the. country becomes re- 
sponsible 
for the performances of 


tasks and chores which must be done 
regularly and at definite times. Wood 
must be cut, the pigs and calves fed, 
the cows must be milked and many 
other similar duties must be done. 
(iut of these responsibilities grow 
trustworthiness, habits of work, the 
power of concentration and applica- 
tion. The child comes to the rural 
school vigorous, active, with senses 
keen and a strong impulse to do. He 
has acquired considerable knowledge 
of his environment. He has a ;splen- 
did foundation for the study of geog- 
raphy, botany, zoology. He has some' 
knowledge of soils: he knows why one 
field is better than another for a cer- 
tain crop; in his observations of farm 
life he has been stimulated to reason 
upon causes such as wind, rain and 
sunshine. He is acquainted with the 
topography of the farm. 
He is fa- 


niiliar with plants'and weeds on the 
farm. 
He knows clover, qorn, pota- 


toes, timothy and other plants and 
grasses. He knows how they grow, 
how they are harvested and of what 
use they- are. 
He knows the farm 


animals, the trees,, the .flowers and 
many 
of the birds. All of these 


things have: interested him because of 
their usefulness and their power to 
increase the family income. This ex- 
tensive fund of information he brings 
to the school. Here it does not fit in. 
His introduction to school work is the 
traditional 'see the cat,' 'see'the rat/ 
'the cat sees the rat' and other worse 
than useless twaddle. - Accustomed to 
doing things full of purpose, he fails 
to re-act under the 
stimulation o* 


text book material to which his previ- 
ous experience is unrelated. 
The 


teacher has failed to capitalize the 
child's experience. 
As a result, he 


becomes listless, indifferent and indo 
lent!"

WAGES AND COST OF HIGH 


LIVING. 


,.A railroad president, discussing la 


bor's demands for increased wages 
tells the following story as illustrating 
that it is not the high cost of living 
from which we .suffer, but the cost o 
high living. He says: 


"There is many an American rail 


road employe who, if he searches hit 
own heart, will admit that the larg< 
increases in wages which have been 
secured for him in recent years hav 
brought him very little real comforl 


"I was talking the other ,:day .will 


a locomotive engineer who was thirtj 
five years old, and has drawn hand 
some wages lor most, of his industria 
life. He told me that his father, wh 
liafl been an engineer on the sam 
road, had saved and left ?6,000 whe 
he died, living meanwhile a self-re 
specting life on much less pay tha 
his son now gets. 'Not only have 
been unable to save anything,' sai 
the son, 'but I have spent some of th 
old man's earnings.' 


"What did you do with your las 


increase in pay?" I asked him. 


"Well, my wife wanted a new sil 


dress und the girls wanted a pian 
and so it went. In the end I was rj 
better oft than I was before." 


"This," said the railroad presideu 


"means that continued increases in 
pay, without regard to industrial con- 
ditions, breeds habits of extravagance 
which are harmful to the individual. 
In other words increased pay is a fac- 
tor in creating the high cost of liv- 
ing." 


That's practically the whole thing 


in a nutshell. 
The cost of living, 


with the average man, is the size of 
the income. 
The old engineer, re- 


ferred to, lived at a time when econ- 
omy was considered a virtue. His ex- 
penditures 
were governed 
by his 


needs, and with less than half the pay 
which his son received, lie lived com- 
fortably, and laid by a competency.

CANCER. 


No ca»e of cancer has ever de- 


veloped among the Doukhobors, 
numbering about 7,000. Theso 
people 
live in Canada, where 


they emigrated 
from 
Russia. 


They are strict vegetarians, use 
neither tea nor"" coffee, alcohol 
nor tobacco, and are otherwise 
very simple in their dietetic hab- 
its. 
All the evidence that can 


be ^discovered leads to the con- 
clusion that diet is a fundament- 
al factor, if not the principal 
factor, in the causation of can- 
cer, and; that, therefore, it must 
be an essential part of the treat- 
ment, a« in consumption. Can- 
cer is curable only in the same 
cense that consumption is cur- 
able—when It .has not progress- 
ed far as to so weaken the vi- 
tal resistance that the disease 
cannot be overcome. Local treat- 
ment by surgery, plasters, X-ray 
and other means may 
supple- 


ment the constitutional treat- 
ment.

SEVERE STORM WAVE 


Foster Bureau Forecasts a Genera! 


Blizzard for the Week of 


January 20th. 


Last bulletin gave" forecasts of dis- 


turbance to cross continent Jan. 13 to 
17,- warm wave 12 to 16, cool wave 15 
to 19. General averages oE this dis- 
turbance temperatures will be about 
normal. 
Not much force to the 


storms till they reach eastern sec- 
tions. Not much precipitation any- 
where but more east of meridian 90 
than west of it. About normal pre- 
cipitation1 west of Rockies. 
The amount of winter precipitation 


is often oE great importance. 
Snows 


prottct.the winter wheat and we are 
not expecting much snow during Jan- 
uary. As January is expected to be 
warmer than usual In the great cen- 
tral valleys moisture will have an op- 
portunity to go into the soil in large 
sections of the winter wheat area hut 
our calculations do not indicate much 
rain for January. 


Wherever the soil is not well soaked 


with water "at the beginning of next 
crop season the prospect will not be 
good for the tarly maturing crops and 
the January precipitation does not 
promise the necessary moisture, par- 
ticularly west of meridian 90. Can- 
ada is promised better precipitation 
in January than the States. 


A Radical Storm.' 


Next disturbance will reach Pacific 


coast about January IS, cross Pacific 
slope by close of 19, .great central val- 
leys 20 to. 22, eastern 'sections 23. 
Warm wave will cross Pacific slope 
about Jan. IS, great central valleys 20, 
eastern sections 22. Cool wave will 
cross Pacific slopt about January 21, 
great central valleys 23, eastern sec- 
tions 25. 
This will be a radical storm from 


coast to coast, A great high temper- 
ature wave followed by a cold wave 
and a northern blizzard. All parts of 
the continent will feel the effects of 
this great winter storm 
and very 


changeable weather will continue to 
end of January.

physiology are the evil genii of agri- 
culture. We are yet in the dark ages 
of plant life and hold to the same idea 
as do the Hottentots about vegeta- 
tion gttting Its food from the soil di- 
rest.

Plants take all their food from the 


top surEace of the leaves, exhale the 
gases through the under surfaces-,of 
the leaves, do not excrete anything," 
but deposit tht solid substance in the 
body of the plants and the roots con- 
duct the electrical force into the 
earth. 


As to Soil Conditions. 


If the soil becomes dry it will not 


conduct the electrical force into the 
earth and'therefore the necessity of 
moisture. 
Clay, soils will produce 


vegetation if it contains 
plenty of 


moisture, but clay is not as good an 
electric conductor as vegetable mold 
and that 
is the difference between 


clay and the dark soils. 
''• 


As a remedy for clay fields that 


have but little of the vegetable molds; 
we are advocating the punching ;bf 
holes In the clay to hold the moisture 
instead of deep plowing of the clay.' 
We believe that by this means1 the 
abandoned clay fields may be re- 
turned to fertility. This could be 
tested in abandoned fields without 
planting' grain or cotton. Punch holes 
in parts oE the field, leaving other 
parts as they are in the abandoned 
state.' Then let the growth of the 
weeds determine whether punching 
holes in the clay is a benefit. 


If this scheme will work someone 


will invent a machine for the purpose. 
This machine may be used with or 
without plowing the clay fields. 
The 


machine could be run after the plow. 
Then the loose plowed clay would 
loosely fi.il the holes but they would 
still hold sufficient moisture.
